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Exclusive Privilege to Make
Glass at the World's Fair
Goes to Toledo.

LIBBY BOUGHT THE RIGHT.

He Is to Pay Over $300,000 and 25
Per Cent of the Profits.

ALL THE HOME MEN HAD IN BIDS,

Fut Their Fizares Were Not the Size the
Commission Wanted

THEY PLAY THE PARTOF SECOND FIDDLE

Pittabure glass manufacturers seem per-
fectly satisfied to play second fiddle to the
little city of Toledo, O., in the matter of
giving a working exhibit of their plants at
the World’s Fairr.  Word was received here
vesterday that the exelusive right to manu-
facture and wsell ent, blown and
molded glassware had been let to
the Libby Glass Company, whose
works are located at Findlay. The com-
pany agreesto erect a plant ata cost of
€75000. The building will be constroeted
nlmost entirely of glass and steel, and will
be lit up with electric lights, and no doubt
will present a beautiful spectacie by day
and night.

A member of the commission eaid that
the contract had been let to the highest
bidder. The plan had beea properly sent
ont, but they had not had time to go deeply
into the matter. Everrbody has had s fair
ghow and there was no diserimination against
Pittsburg, or any other place, for that mat-
ler.

“Bat don’t yon suppose some of these
Pittsburg men who have millions of dollars
invested in this business would have heen
glad to erect a £75,000 building or a §175,000
one, for that matter, in retarn for such a
valuable privilege, besides giving the com-
pany equally as great a percentage ol their
receipte?’’

“Perbaps 5o, ves, but we had no time to
search the country over for such oflers as
that made by the Libby company. We
ncoepted its terms because they were the
best offered.

Libby Had to Pay a Fancy Prios.

“They give us 25 per cent of the gross
receipts, besides paving all the expense of
putting up the building, as well as all other
items of necessary expenditnre in connec-
tion with the exhibit.”

“Then all other manufacturers will not
only be forbidden to sell glassware on the
grounds, but they will as well be prevented
from making exhibits showing how their
goods are manufactored.”

“Well, no, I wouldn't say that exactly.
Of enurse, they will be prevented from
making sales. but they ean possibly put in
manufacturing plants, if the chiet ot this
department sees fit to allow them so to do
But still T do not thionk Le will. It would
hardly be Iair to allow an outsider to come
in and make a manufacturing exhibit atter
the Libby company has paid so handsowely
for the privilege. 171 were the head of the
Libby company I would seriously protest
apainst any such encroachment

“I think the Libbys will be the onily
manufactory on the grounds. One curious
thing is that the glass men sppear to be the
only ones who suflor in this way. It is more
than prolable, however, that the members
ol the Ways and Means Committee see the
danger of pursuing further the policy they
have mapped out in regard to the glass
manufacturers. If earried out it wounld
make the several departments of manufact-
ure hnpe commercial advertising schemes
for the benefit of a few firms.

Glass Men Wil Saffer,

“That the glass men ol Pitiaburg and
other cities will suffer cannot be doubted,
and it iz only to be feared that those who
have been shiut out will become discournged
and either not exhibit at all or make dis-
plave that will not do credit to themselves
or the World's Fair.”

An effort was mude to see several well-
known glass manufacturers last night. The
only one found wasJ, S Atterbury, of
Atterbury & Co. When shown the above
report Mr. Atterbury said:

“That is all right. Those people are
satistied with their bargain lmrsn are we.
Pittsburg was not <discriminated sgainst in
the least. Weall had a chanee to bid for
it and the highest bidder got it.

“The Libbys are welcome to their bar-

in,"" continued Mr. Atterbury, “Three
ﬁ:ndnd thousand dollars isa big price to
pay for the privilere, aud that is not the
only thing. They will have to construct
their own plant, and besides pay 25 per
eent of their receipts. A= I said befare, we
all had a chance at bidding, but the hitch
was in the percentage. All the firms bere
had bids in, including the United States

Glass Company, but none would
give more than 15  per  cent,
and the commission wanted 25

which was finally given by the Libbys.
There is no donbt but what they have un-
dertaken n large contract, and rather than
feel grieved over losing the exhibit we
are d'sposed to help them out.

Not Shat Out Completely,

“You know I have the patents on the
woren glass cloth, whieh proeess will be
incinded in the Libby exhibit, and other
mannfgcturers who have specialties will alse
dn the same thing. On J:e whole I think
We are to bhe congratulated that we are
well rid of the worry of an exhibit. This
thing of making exhibits at fairs and ex-
hibitions hardly pays the manufacturer any
more. The expense attached to it reallv
cxceeds the remuneration, and for myself I
am perfectly satisfied with the action of the
commission and will do everything I can
to help the successiul hidder along. ™

Other franchises have been let to com-
panies that bave netted considerable to the
commission. The exclusive right to land
rsﬂengc-rs at the dock has been let to the
{enry syndicate, composed of Chicago and
Eastern eapitaliste.  They propose to buiid
a number of whaleback passenger boats to
earry the passengers. Another monopoly

is the manner of polishing nnd set-
ting precious stones. DBut onz firm
will be permitted to make an

exhihit of that kind. Another firm has ze-
eured the exelnsive right to sell souvenir
medals, and stiil another secured the right
to run the toilet rooms.  Some of them will
be cheap aftairs and will be free, but to the
majority an admission fee of 5 cents will be
charged.

A Great Surprise Planned by the
Alleghény Reformers

FOR THE OPPOSITION’S DEFEAT.

Reformers to Ask the Court to Annul the
City's Charter.

IF THE MAGISTRATE ACT IS DEFEATED

A bomb is being prepared by the Alle-
gheny reformers to hurl into the camp of
the opposition that will cause more interest
than anything the reformers bave yet st-
templed.

If the ordinance for the appointment of
the five police magistrates for the ecity of
Allegheny does not pass Select Council to-
morrow night, when it will be presented,
the reformers will retaliate and pray the
counrts to annul the order making Allegheny
acity of the seccond class, and upon the
courts granting the prayer the city will re-
vert to the position it oconpied up until
one year ago, when it was a city of the third
class. This will take the responsible office
holders out of office and will give the re-
formers the full sway.

Alleghenians were greatly exercised over
this yesterday and the reformers who have
been eonducting this grand eoup with the
utmost secrecy were abeam with anticipated
sluccess

Reformers Have Not Been Resting,

For some time past there has been more
or less comment caused by the seemingly
apathetic interest taken by the reformers in
the momentous question of the appointment
of police magistrates, and those without the
circle who knew nothing of the reformers’
plan of eampaign wate the doings of the
opposition with ill-concealed suspicions.

When Major Willilam Kennedy took the
chair of the mayoralty he said he would
eonduet the police hearings with the assist-
ance of an alderman, uniil Councils took
the necessary action in regard to cresting
the offices of police magistrates. The anti-
reform side is vigorously opposed to the
seventh amendment to the charter presented
to Allegheny as a city of the second class
which declares the appointment of five
m s to be necessary, and for this
reason and the inactivity of the reformers,
Conneils bave not as yet created the neces-
eary offices.

The matter will be brought before Coun-
cils to-morrow night, however, in an ordi-
nance for the division of the ecity into the
five distriets,

A Schemps to Give Kennedy Mors Powar,

It is expected this ordinance will receive
bitter opposition, and will go through onl
after n bard-fought battle, if it goes throug
at all. In truth, the reformers are not

reatly worried over the matter, ns they
ve the courts to fall back upon in case
the mensure is lost, and the eit; of Alle-
gheny will revert to a city of the third class,
thereby giving the appointment of the
prineilnl offices to the acting Mayor, and by
80 doing the Hunter faction will be
foundered.

In speaking of the matter a prominent
and active reformer said yesterday that the
city was in the peculiar position of being
neither the second nor ths third class, *'The
office holders are there without the author-
ity of law,” Le continued. *“The charter
for making Allegheny a city of the second
class bas not been adopted in accordance
with law, as the seventh amendment has not
yet been put in force. Now it is an easy
matter to have the rts annul the charter
and in case some
decisive action is not taken at once it will
give the reformers the opportunity of taking
the matter into the courts where they will
undoubtedly bave their plea granted.”

CURSED BY HIS MOTHER.

Fltzpatrick, ths Murderer, Belleves He Is
Reaping His Just Deserts,

W. J. Brennen went to Philadelphia last
evening toask the Supreme Court fors
stay of execution in Fitzpatrick’s case.

TROY HILL'S TUNNEL

The Oft-Projected Enterprise Once
More Said to Be a Certainty.

ALLEGHENY T0 BE ASKED TO HELP,

And Substantial Capitalists Will Push the
Improvement.

SOME OF THE ADVANTAGES DISCUSSED

At o meeting on Monday night of those
interested in the oft-projected tunnel be-
tween Herr's Inland on the Allegheay river
and Spring Garden avenue, Allegheny, it
was decided to construct the tunnel at the
earliest possible time. The proposed tun-
nel will be about one-half mile lopg and
will be built under Mount Troy. It will be
wide enough to contain tracks for an elee-
tric road and drive way fnd foot walks.

This tunnel has been talked of for years.
Several surveys have been made. Another
survey has been made recently, however,
and the project 1s again being discussed

with more enthusiasm than ever before.
The proposed tunnel will begin near
the TIsland bridge and will end

near Hippley & Son's
Spring Garden avenue. Hippley &
Sons, Louis Zoller, Philip Peifer and
others of wealth and extensive interests are
interested in the enterprise and they say
will thev not nmow stop wuntil their
mammoth undertaking is accomplished. It
is argued by many of those
directly interested in the project that the
city of Allegheny should help materially in
the enterprise, and an eftort is being made
by the property owners interested to have
the subject called up in Allegheny Councils
al their next regular meeting after this
week.
The City Hesitates to Invest,

On different oceasions efforts have been
made to have the eity build the proposed
tunnel, but Councils have alwzys refused
to act in the matter on the ground that the
improvement would benefit only those
peaple who live on Spring Garden avenue
and on Herr's Island. :

“It will be a great publie henefit,” one
of the Hippelys said Iast night. **The eity
should have built this tunnel long ago, but
now all we ask is to get some help. We
have undertaken the job and will likely
finish it. Our taxes go to make improve-

ments in other parts of Allegheny, and

thére can be no good reason assigned why
the general public should not contribute
toward an improvement that is general in
its character. Of course, the tunnel would
be a great advantage to property owners
and business people in this end of Alle-
gheny. It would not only materially increase
the value of property in this neighborhond,
but it wﬂuldpbe open to the world and if
there is any sense in the talk of free bridges
made free by general taxation, then cer-
tainly our people are entitled to a free tun-
nel made in the same way.
Great Necessity for This Tunnel

*There is no doubt that owr people are at
present much inconvenienced through want
of a tunnel. We have, for instance, most of
the butchers of the two cities ot here.
Thev go to Herr's Island or elsewhere for
their cattle and to get them home they must
either drive them & roundabout
way of nearly four miles or drive there np
the steep incline to Mt. Troy, then down
again jost as steep an incline. This is just
a sample of the inconvenience to which
our residents are put. We claim as our
right that the city should help us out of the
difficulty.”

It is emphatically declared that as the
city does not help the projeet financially it
will be pushed forwnrd as & private enter-
prise. It is probable that an organization
will be tormed.

An Alleghenv Councilman stated last
night that the proposed tunnel was to be
built to open uF a ftract of nnm:rd
property back of Spring Garden avenile,
and to enlarze that of the eity. "It is
n grave question whether the eity should
take any part in building the tunnel, but
there is no donbt it would be a great im-
provement and a great convenience.”

DIED FOR LOVE.

/| The Xude Body of a Beautiful Woman

FoundBelow Niagars Falls—Identified
as Mra. E, A, Aupperir, of I'hiladelphin—
Wealthy and Reflned,

The remaing of s handsome woman of 40
vears of age, found floating in the river
below the fulls yesterday afternoon, revealed
the first suicide of spring and one sur-
rounded by romantic circomstances. The
body was afterward discovered to be that of
Mrs. E. C. Aupperlr, of Philadelphia. It
was perfectly nude, with the exception of a
pair of fine kid shoes on the feet and a frag-
ment of dress and stockings on the limbs,

The woman was of refined appearance
with comely face and attractive form. The
body was taken in chlrplz the Coroner
and held for identification. thinly worn
wedding ring, upon the inside of which
was an inseription in Freoech, was uzed by
the Chief of Police to help reveal her iden-

tity.

'Eo-nlght the body was identified as that
of Mrs. E C. Aupperlr, of Philadelphia,
who has been stoppiog at the Hotel Kaiten-
bach. To-night late Proprietor Kaltenbach
viewed the remuins and positively idenii-
fied them as his guest’s. Mrs Aqsperlr
was here two years ago. She is evidently
wealthy and highly eultured. It wasa
clear case of snicide for love.

In the lady’'s room at the notel wers
found letters to relatives, which the Coro-
ner seized, explaining that she had been
disappointed and did not care to live. Five
or six valuable rings and over #500 in money
was found in her room. She also left letters
explaining what disposition of her effects
she desired made.
